Tho difference between scrub and 
blooded oattte and other livestock has 
been so oftsn and olsarly demonstrated 
that It seems unnecessary to irtvo fur- 
ther proof, but the experience of local 
people la alwaye InterestlnK. 

H. Woods, 
one of our most pro^reaalve liventock 
man, wo find an Interesting report. In 
KlS he made a test ^f the difference In 
scrubs and "grade" cattle. The latter 
term Is used to desortbe cattle of good 
blood, but not thoroughbred. . The same 
feed, t>ttJ*ture and treatment was pivon 
all those cattlo. The be.st ono broURht 
160.15. Bight' head averaged fili.tt 
each. The serubs sold for 116.00 eaeh. 

With such results why wlU any far- 
mer waste feed and time on a poor 
clasa of stock. 

There are now between 15 apd 40 
thorouKhbreil bulls In Xawrenoe coun- 
ty. This number should be Increased 
to 100. Then every scrub calf should 
be sold for veal, or soon after it passes 
that stage. In a very few years tho 
grade of our livestock would thna be 
raised until this Industry would be the 
most profllable and attractive of all 
our lines of business.

Prmtleal :in<I re- 
liable !n> n from lr\-lne have t,e4-ri tli"ie 
ami Inveellgutcd thoroughly. The well, 
wbloh was drilled on the T. Harry farm 
three and one-half miles west of Salt 
LU'k, near Olympla, Is a genuine Am- 
ber oil well, they say, the first found 
in Kentucky. 

The well waa drilled 210 feet. It fill- 
ed tho cavity slowly and finally flowed 
at the rate of fifteen to twenty barrels 
per day.
